Harry.  I'll  have  a field  sampling  summery  tonight. 

The  lab  has  a 24  turn  on  samples.  What's  your  sense  on  discussing  / sharing  preliminary  data? 
START  is  doing  a level  2 validation,  which  is  another  24  hours.  I would  expect  its  roughly  48  to 
60  hours  to  post  results. 

The  viewer  (r8)  will  be  live  tomorrow  with  sample  locations  and  results  (for  samples  that  have 
gone  through  the  process). 

I also  have  START  working  on  a static  map  with  our  sampling  locations,  jurisdictions,  river 
miles,  etc,  for  use  presentations  and  our  sitrep.  It  will  also  represent  how  we're  set(ting)  up 
operationally. 

We  have  6 START  resources  on  the  ground 

We  started  having  field  ops  calls  today  (0830  pst).  Tomorrow  I'll  be  in  the  air,  so  I'm  going  to 
push  it  to  noon  mtn.  In  the  meantime,  I'm  having  a call  with  START  and  NNEPA  water  tonight. 

I expect  2 sampling  teams  tomorrow  (10  total  sampling  locations). 

Team  A - New  Mexico  (2  starts) 

Team  B - Utah  / Arizona.  (2  starts) 

I currently  have  a START  acting  as  a field  sit  unit  (1  START),  if  we  get  an  EPA  asset,  I'll  shift 
START  out.  Also,  as  you  are  aware,  we  are  sharing  field  data  management  resources  with  r6 
(sample  processing,  field  QA,  SCRIBE/net,  etc.). 

The  last  START  resource  will  be  command  support  and  rover. 

We  are  working  on  bringing  in  boats.  We  may  need  to  do  river  ops  to  ground  truth  and  sampling. 
I'm  hoping  to  stage  those  in  ship  rock  at  NNEPA  water. 

That's  it  for  now.

Region  9 Background 

The  discharge  has  moved  quickly  and  is  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Navajo  Nation  boundary, 
near  Kirtland,  NM.  Navajo  officials  have  reacted  quickly,  assessing  their  well  fields 
and  drinking  and  irrigation  water  intake  systems  and  issuing  a precautionary  "do  not 
use"  public  service  annoucement  regarding  water  from  potentially  impacted  sources. 
Region  9 held  a conference  call  today  with  Navajo  Nation  EPA  (NNEPA)  and  Navajo 
Department  of  Public  Safety. 


The  Navajo  EPA  surface  water  monitomig  program  (Shiprock  Office)  collected  water 
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and  sediment  samples  from  the  San  Juan  River  yesterday  - prior  to  the  spill  impact. 
Region  9 provided  2 START  contractors  and  4 additional  personnel  are  en  route  to 
coordinate  and  conduct  increased  sample  collection  and  lab  analysis  in  conjunction 
withNNEPA. 


A Region  9 OSC  will  report  to  Farmington  on  Monday  to  assist.  A joint  EPA/NNEPA 
river  sampling  program  has  commenced  focusing  on  the  San 

Juan  between  Shiprock/Hogback,  NM  area  and  Mexican  Hat,  UT  and  will  continue  for 
the  forseeable  future.  NNEPA  also  requested  drinking  water  sampling  support 
immediately  for  Navajo  operated  water  intakes.  NNEPA  and  USEPA  drinking  water 
experts  agreed  to  inventory  and  assess  water  sources  including  private  wells  and 
intakes.

Two  Community  Involvement  Coordinators  (CICs)  are  deploying  to  Farmington  on 
Sunday.  The  CICs  will  plan  to  meet  with  local  Navajo  Chapter  officials  and  prepare  to 
host  public  meetings  in  the  coming  days.  The  CICs  will  partner  with  NNEPA  and  NN 
Department  of  Public  Safety  to  ensure  comprehensive  outreach  to  all  affected  Navajo 
Chapters.
